Council members were optimistic 


over the outcome of the campaign 
to secure sufficient financial help 
from Adams countians to extend 
their activities into every commun- 
ity in the area, secure a full-time 
executive director and to give im- 
petus to their plans to secure a per- 
manent Girl Scout camp in Adams 
county. 


Is First Appeal 


"I feel confident that the people 


of this county will support the Girl 
Scout movement just as generously 
as they have other enterprises such 
as the Boy Scouts, the Red Cross 
and others," one member of the 
council said at the meeting. 


"This is the first time in the his- 


tory of Girl Scouting in Adams 
county that we have asked for finan- 
cial assistance.

in shape today and chuckling over 
some of the items that he was going 
to have for sale. Some articles— 
most of them—may prove highly 
desirable, while others probably will 
provide a lot of fun, whether they 
are sold or not, the Fairfield man 
explains. 


Mr. Neely's father bought the store 


in 1870 "and this marks the first 
time the store will have been cleaned 
out since that time," the retired 
postmaster asserts. There is even a 
possibility that there may be some 
articles from 1790 among the things 
that will be for sale. The stone 
building was built in the 1790's as 
a store and there was a store there 
when the first Mr. Neely bought It 
77 years ago.

Volunteers of the Gettysburg Fire 


company, in the four-month pe- 
riod between January 1 and April 
30 this year, devoted an average of 
ten and a quarter hours per man in 
answering fire alarms here and in 
adjacent parts of Adams county, a 
survey of fire company activities 
and services for the period shows. 


During the first four months of 


1947, 
the company answered 41 reg- 


ular alarms and three "silent" calls. 
Out of a possible fire loss of hah" 
a million dollars, exclusive of a Lit- 
tlestown fire, the volunteers kept 
the actual fire and water damage 
to $89,000. 
Excluding from 
this 


amount the disastrous $85,0000 Get- 
tysburg airport fire, the four-month 
losses were estimated at only $4,000. 


Airport Call Delayed 


The airport fire had reached the 


proportions of a major conflagra- 
tion before it was discovered, and 
there was a further delay before 
the alarm could be turned in, but 
the Gettysburg Fire company's first 
pumper rolled from the engine house 
almost immediately after the first 
blast of the siren. 


Of the 41 alarms and three "silent" 


requests, 19 alarms were answered in 
Gettysburg; 18 in the rural dis- 
tricts, and the company made one 
trip to Littlestown in "answer to 
a call for assistance. The firemen 
were re-called to one fire, and in 
two other cases, the calls were can- 
celled before the equipment left the 
engine house. There were two "si- 
lent" calls for quenching a dump 
fire, and one to quench a brush fire 
on school property. 


The approximate distance in an- 


swering fire alarms was 130 miles. 
The average number of firemen re- 
sponding to these alarms was 31 
men at each fire. The average time 
spent by the volunteers away from 
work or normal pursuits, from the 
time of an alarm, until return to 
the engine house and dismissal by 
the chief, was 25 minutes per fire, 
or ten and a quarter hours per 
man for the 41 alarms. Multiplied by 
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Sunday evening, June 8 at 8 o'clock, 
it was announced today by the Rev. 
Cyril J. Allwein, principal of the 
school. Eighty-three students, in- 
cluding 40 boys and 43 girls, make 
up the graduating class, largest in 
the history of the school.

selling for 15 cents. Some smaller 
stalks were ten cents. There was a 
good supply of asparagus, which 
brought 25 cents for the smaller 
bunches and 35 cents for the stand- 
ard size. 


Radishes were priced at five and 


ten cents a bunch, and green onions 
brought the same. 


Eggs Up One Cent 


Eggs showed a one-cent advance 


at some stalls, with the top price 
being 54 cents. Some mediums sold 
at 46 cents a dozen and the large 
ranged from 50 to 54 cents. Butter 
was 65 and 7f> npnts a.pound. 


Chickens remained unchanged, at 


60 cents a pound for roasters and 
65 cents a pound for fryers. Smoked

The Rural W omen’s club of Em­ 
mitsburg 
was 
organized 
January 
15th, 1923 by Miss Elizabeth Thomp­ 
son, home demonstration agent of 
Frederick 
county. 
The 
officers 
elected for a two-year term were: 
president, Mrs. Harry Boyle, vice 
president. 
Mrs. 
John 
Crumlish. 
secretary, Mrs. Andrew Annan and 
treasurer, Mrs. Lewis Higbee. The 
membership at the time of the or­ 
ganization of the club was 50. At 
this time the club decided to take 
up economics and sewing. 
In 1925 a Community Loan closet 
was organized. About 50 different 
articles used in the care of patients 
in the sick room arc available at 
all times to the people of the com­ 
munity. 
Held Baby Clinic 
In 1925 the clubs' first Baby Clinic 
was held. Dr 
J. H 
Moser Knox 
was in charge At this clinic 53 chil­ 
dren were examined. 
This practice 
was held once each year. 
In 1927 the club voted to give 
$5 to each local school for prizes 
This $5 donation continues to the 
present day. 
During this 
same year project 
demonstrators were sent to all train­ 
ing schools. A class in cane seat­ 
ing, reed, split bottom chairs and 
stools was taught in the club and 
12 non members were instructed. 
This was much used. The club aided 
welfare work by giving demonstra­ 
tions on planning balanced meals at 
a minimum price. 
These 
classes 
were for women in the mountain 
districts. 
In 1932 the club stratcd to serve 
soup to the children and adults of 
the community on Christmas eve. 
The Lions club worked with the 
Women's club by having a movie, 
a Christmas tree and giving every 
child candy and oranges. Between 
1.000 and 1500 were fed each year. 
This was continued until 
World 
War II. It was resumed again in 
1946. 
Furnished Firemen's Kitchen 
In 1933 a kitchen shower was giv­ 
en for the Fireman’s hall. This was 
largely attended 
and the 
kitchen 
splendidly equipped 
In 1935 the club held its first 
flower show. This was successful and 
continued until five years ago. when 
it was replaced by a Community 
Show. 
In February 1940 a party of three 
natives of India attended as guests 
tne regular meeting of the club. 
This was as a part of their program 
of observing the various phases of 
every day life in America. 
At various times, benefit parties 
were held for hospitals and homes 
for the aged. An afternoon of games 
is held on the second Thursday of 
each month for the maintenance of 
the club and recreation. 
Twenty-three women attended a 
short course at University of Mary­ 
land. In the 24 years since ♦he or­ 
ganisation of the club, 220 women 
have been members of the Rural 
Women’s club of Emmitsburg.

EVERYBODY WELCOME 
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RURAL WOMEN'S 
CLUB PERFORMS 
MANY SERVICES 


One of the older community or- 


ganizations in EmmitsDurg is the 
Rural Women's club. A history of 
the club has been compiled by Mrs. 
Marie C. Rosensteel, The Gettysburg 
Times correspandent in Emmits- 
burg, and is published herewith. 


The Rural Women's club of Em- 


mitsburg was organized January 
15th, 1923 by Miss Elizabeth Thomp- 
son, home demonstration agent of 
Frederick 
county. 
The 
officers 


elected for a two-year term were: 
president, Mrs. Harry Boyle, -vice 
president, 
Mrs. John Crumlish, 


secretary, Mrs. Andrew Annan and 
treasurer, Mrs. Lewis Higbee. The 
membership at the time of the or- 
ganization of the club was 50. At 
this time the club decided to take 
up economics and sewing. 


In 1925 a Community Loan closet 


was organized. About 50 different 
articles used in the care of patients 
in the sick room are available at 
all times to the people of the com- 
munity. 


Held Baby CUnic 


In 1925 the clubs' first Baby Clinic 


was held. r>r. J. H. Moser Knox 
was in charge. At this clinic 53 chil- 
dren were examined. This practice 
was held once each year. 


In- 1927 the club voted to give 


$5 to each local school for prizes. 
This $5 donation continues to the 
present day. 


During this same year project 


demonstrators were sent to all train- 
ing schools. A class in cane seat- 
ing, reed, split bottom chairs and 
stools was taught in the club and 
12 non members were instructed. 
This was much used, The club aided 
welfare work by giving demonstra- 
tions on planning balanced meals at 
a minimum price. These 
classes 


were. for women in the mountain 
districts. 


In 1932 the club strated to serve 


soup to the children and adults of 
the community on Christmas eve. 
The "Lions club worked with the 
Women's club by having a movie, 
a Christmas tree and giving every 
child candy and oranges. Between 
1,000 
and 1,200 were fed each year. 


This was., continued until World 
War H..-Jt- was resumed again in 
1946. 
- 
Furnished Firemen's Kitchen. 
In 1933 a kitchen shower was giv- 


en for the Fireman's hall. This was 
largely attended and the kitchen 
EDlendidly equipped, 
"in 1935 the club held its first 
flower show. This was successful and 
continued until five years ago, when 
it was ^replaced by a Community 
Show. 
In February 1940 a party of three 


natives of India attended as guests 
the regular meeting of the club. 
This was as a part of their program 
of observing the various phases of 
every day life in America, 


At various times, benefit parties 


were held lor hospitals and homes 
for the aged. An afternoon of games 
is held on the second Thursday of 
each month for the maintenance of 
the club and recreation. 


Twenty-three women attended a 


short course at University of Mary- 
land. In the 24 years since the or- 
ganization of the club, 220 women 
have been members of the Rural 
Women's club of Emmitsburg.

ure in Pennsylvania in recent 
years, has reached staggering 
proportions 
throughout the 


country "during the past 20 years, 
according to an announcement 
from the American Automobile 
association, with which the Get- 
.tysburg Motor fclub is affiliated. 


The AAA declares that in 


those years more than two and 
a quarter billion dollars in state 
motor vehicle taxes have been 
used for purposes other than 
highway construction and main- 
tainence. 


These funds, if used for the 


purpose for which the levy was 
made, would have enabled the 
highway departments of the 
various states to construct a 
four-lane highway five times the 
distance from New York city to 
Los Angeles, the AAA declares. 


"The practice of diversion has 


cost the nation many thousands

I wonder what it is that makes 


trees so intimate to us! Nearly al- 
ways they are in movement.

Taft-Hartley labor bill had closed 
at least 56 soft coal mines in five 
states today, idling more than 31,000 
workers. 


Daily coal tonnage loss was unoffi- 


cially estimated at more than 100.- 
000 tons. 


Alabama had 12 mines closed with 


6,000 idle, Pennsylvania 28 mines and 
20,000 men, West Virginia 9 mines, 
2,625 men, Ohio 
3 mines, 1,500 


men, and Illinois 4 mines employing 
1,700 Progressive Mine Workers. 


The walkouts, apparently a spon- 


taneous protest against passage of 
the labor bill, came at a time when 
wage negotiations between John L. 
Lewis, President of the AFL-Dnited 
Mine Workers' 400,000 members, and 
the mine operators had been broken 
off pending final disposition of the 
bill.

plied and if they are inclined to pull 
to the light or left. The straight- 
line stop is a modern traffic neces- 
sity, and good steering is part of it 


No Need for Crank 


Cranking without a crank may 


seem like something you do with 
mirrors, taut it is reasonably simple 
One plan is to jack up a rear wheel 
and with the car in gear, ignition 
off, turn by pulling on the tire I 
am, of course, referring to crank- 
ing merely for the purpose of check- 
ing ignition and valves where it is 
desired to move the engine very 
slightly Some mechanics remove all 
the spark plugs and turn the en- 
gine by pulling on the fan belt. 
When checking compression use the 
starter-motor so that the pistons 
will come up smartly and give a 
more normal situation. Another way 
to charge the engine position is to 
place the car in gear and rock it for- 
ward or backward a few inches 


These May Seem Odd 


If the engine is running very 


quietly don't be surprised 
should 


it fail to serve effectively as a com- 
pression brake when going down- 
hill The silence may result from too 


close tappet clearances, and after 
climbing a hill the valves may not 
seat tightly. Compression is thus, 
lower foi part of the decline 


It is a good rule to use the brakes 


more freely in. damp weather and 
spare them when the weather is dry. 
This helps check grabbing in, the 
former case, and "fade" in the lat- 
terWhen packing the trailer put most 
of the load at the rear This will 
help prevent sagging of the car's 
rear 


Majors from Minors

greater care in the handling of cars. 
Save the fenders and you save all— 
according to a theory that should 
never have been allowed to lapse.

is this habit of carelessness, unim- 
portant as it may see, that lays 
the founaat.on for real trouble 


5vaob for Better Control 


Those wheel control knpbs which 


many motorists use may seem to be 
in the category of a fifth wheel but 
actually they are both useful and 
an aid to safety. When using the 
right hand for gear shifting the 
knob is a convenience in left hand 


steering And, if a front tire blowout 
should cause the wheel to spin, the 
knob serves as a stop since it can't 
slip through your fingers. Properly 
positioned the knob also marks the 
straight ahead position which is 
handy when driving in tight places

ning, but the members felt that 
without the actual figures before 
them they could come to no con- 
clusion on whether a financial sys- 
tem based on average daily member- 
ship or one based on assessed valua- 
tion or a combination of the two 
would be the better.

possession of 200 or more cigarettes 
without the four-cents a pack tax 
stamp a misdemeanor. 


The new law fixes a $25 fine as 


the penalty or one day in jail lor 
each $1 of the fine 


It was rushed through the 1947 


session of the Legislature after the 
state cigarette tax was increased 
from two to four cents a pack as 
part of Governor Duff's $140,000,000 
tax program. 


A companion law permitting state 


police to search without warrant any 
business place or vehicle is await- 
ing the governor's action.
